At the hearing Wednesday morning of 
the testimony in the James L. Blair in- 
surance suit before Special Master Attor- 
ney F. A. Schofield of Hannibal, Mo., ap- 
peinted by the United States Circuit Court 
to take testimony in the action brought by 
the Mutual Insurance Co. of New York to 
annul Blair’s $200,000 policy, Edward §8. 
Robert gave sensational evidence. 

He had acted as a co-agent for the Blow 
estate with James L. Blair, the members 
of which were Susan E. Blow and Mrs. 
Martha Blow Wadsworth of New York 
State. 

Blair had been an agent or trustee for 
the estate for 16 or 17 years, and Dr. Wil- 
liam Taussig had been his co-trustee up 
to 189%, when Robert succeeded him. he 
said. For a year after Dr. Taussig’s re- 
threment and Mr. Robert’s succession all 
the deeds and other papers of the estate 
had been in Blair's sole possession. 

After Mr. Robert became associated with 
Blair in the management of the estate 
they went together to a safety deposit box 
in which the Blow securities were held to 
check them over. 

There Robert says he found deeds of trust 
purporting to have been given by John 
Dwyer for $20,000 and Michael O’Laughlin 
for $12,000, for loans on certain properties. 

Among other deeds of trust alleged to be 
xiven were those of John T. Williamson 
and Micter’Daudet. FT 

Mr. Robert then detailed the particulars 
of the meeting in the office of James L. 
Blair in September, 1903, in which Blair's 
transactions with the property of his em- 
ployers was first made public. 

Mr. Robert went to the meeting with Mr. 
Wadsworth, the husband of one of the 
owners of the Blow estate, who had been 
largely instrumental in uncovering Blair's 
manipulation of the funds entrusted to 
him. 


Depositions incident to the trial of the 
puit of J. Brooks Johnson to dissolve the 
merger of the St. Louis Transit Co. and 
the United Railways Co. were concluded 
before Special Commissioner Clifford B. 
Allen, at 12:30 Wednesday afternoon, with 
the testimony of James Campbe!!, Bdward 
Gi. Conrades, A. H. Bauer and Russell 
Stanhope. 

From the testimony of the witnesses At- 
torney Gilliam, representing Johnson, 
Sought to show that the tripartite agree- 
ment, whereby the Transit company and 
United Rallways Co. directorate and the 
Brown Brothers syndicate of New York 
voted to purchase the Transit company as- 
sets, was made without the knowledge of 
various Transit company stockholders and 
discriminated against their interests. 

The most interesting bit of evidence at 
the hearing today was that developed from 
the statement of James Campbell, broker, 
who was a director in the St. Louis Tran- 
git Co. and the United Railways Co. 

Mr. Campbell testified that he owned one 
phare of stock in the Transit company and 
one in the United Railways Co., but that 
he held 20 other shares of Transit stock, 
made out in the names of other persons. 

When the proposition for merging the 
Transit interests with those of the United 
Railways Co. was under way and it was 
proposed to raise $7,000,000 to buy the Tran- 
sit company assets, he was allotted par- 
ticipation in the new deal to the amount 
of $100,000. 

“Did you subscribe for this participation 
in the stock of Brown Brothers’ syndi- 
cate?’’ Mr. Campbell was asked by Attor- 
ney Gilliam. 

“No, I did pt,” he replied. ‘‘The sub- 
scription was taken by some one in New 
York. Whether he was a shareholder of 
the Transit company I cannot say.’’ 

“And you put up $84,000 with the Bank of 
Commerce?”

Congress Planning 
for Red Men. 
A 


bill to meet the emergencies follow- 
ing the expiration of the tribal govern- 
ments in the Indian Territory is in course 
of preparation, largely under direction of 
Senator Stewart, chairman of the Senate 
committee on Indian affairs. 

Among the provisions of the measure is 
one for a superintendent of Indian affairs, 
at a salary of $10,000 yearly, and an ad- 
ministrator for the territory, at $8000. Both 
will be under the jurisdiction of the sec- 
retary of the interior. 

A third provision is that the recorders, 
as now constituted, shall be registrars of 
land in their respective districts, their 
compensation to be based on a system of 
fees to be approved by the superintendent. 

Any Indian competent to transact his 
own business may, under the provisions 
of this bill, alienate his entire allotment 
excepting a homestead of @ acres, pay- 
ment for which shall be made on the basis 
of 20 per cent cash and in four equal annual 
instaliments thereafter, provided that all 
sales must be above the appraised value 
and must be made to bona fide settlers, 
who shall actually occupy the land for a 
term of five vears, build a house to cost 
not less than $150, and cultivate not less 
than 20 acres of the land purchased. The 
object of the last-mentioned provision I!s 
to discourage the system of leases now in 
vogue in Indian Territory and populate 
that country with landowners.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—It was announced 
today in Produce Exchange circles that 
the great flour mills of Minneapolis are 
steadily importing wheat from Canada 
and are now grinding it into flour.

Whitney stated that.it had imported and 
paid the duty on 50,000 bushels of Cana- 
dain’ wheat, which was sold to eastern 
mills. The duty on wheat is 2% per cent 
amounting, at present prices, between 20 
a 2% cenw per bushel.

We need the products of Canada te 
help out our own supplies. The barrier 
between us is without good reason.” 

On Mr. MclIntyre’s desk as its sole. or- 
nament is a frame containing photographs 
of Roosevelt and Fairbanks, testifying to 
his political faith. An organizer and di- 
rector of great milling combinations, a 
most active spirit in the Exchanges of 
both New York and Chicago, Mr. McIn- 
tyre spoke with an authority born of 
practical knowledge. 

“The wheat situation, _ entirely aside 
from speculation ts most interesting and 
worthy of notice,” he cortinued. ‘‘It 
proves the need of free trade in that staple 
article of food. Statisticians figure thar 
an average of six bushels of wheat per 
capita are annually required for food and 
seed in the United States. With our pop- 
ulation of 80,000,000, this means a total! 
home consumption of 480,000,000 bushels.

‘These figures increase each year. Ags 
wealth increases, as wages are higher.

“There is a clever ruse worked also 
with the duty. Wheat from Canada can 
be imported in bond, ground into flour 
in this country and then shipped abroad 
ind leld dawn in Antwern chearver than 
our own home-grown article. Such con- 
ditions are ridiculous. Wipe away the 
tariff boundary between Canada and the 
United States and economic conditions 
vould quickly adiust themselves to the 
great advantage .of all concerned. 
‘Export wheat today was quoted at 
$1.16 per bushel. A month ago it 
touched $1.28. One vear ago today wheat 
was $1% cents per bushel. Minnesota 
natent flour sold today for $6.30 per bar- 
rel.

AMONG IMMIGRANTS 


Commissioner Sargent Protests 
Against Influx of Unde- 
sirable Aliens. 


TIME FOR STRICT LAWS 


Eight Thousand or More Who 
Land in New York Every 
Year Are Returned. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Speaking earnest- 
ly and forcefully and in a manner that 
impressed his hearers that his heart was 
in what he was saying, Frank H. Sargent, 
commissioner general of immigration, won 
hearty applause at the lecture before the 
League for Political Education this after- 
noon for his arraignment of those who traf- 
fic in flesh and blood, and who are respon- 
sible for bringing the worst class of immi- 
grants to America. 

“Into this country to@ay come some ef 
the worst criminals of Europe,” he assert- 
ed, “and I have the evidence of it in my 
possession. The time has come for this 
country to demand and to know what Is 
the character of the immigrants who are 
being sent-here. It is what the people 
should demand of the government In order 
to protect this country against criminals. 

“There is a terrible traffic in the im- 
portation of women from foreign lands, 
We are sending back to Europe thousands 
of women, six within the last week, who 
were brought over here. 

“We should require of foreign countries 
a report of each individual who comes to 
this country. I believe that every alien 
who steps on a ship bound for America 
should be examined before he sails by a 
United States medical examiner. None 
should step on a ship but those who will 
be permitted to land. 

“Now they are taking them out of hos- 
 pitals and almshouses and sending them to 
Ellis Island. From eight thousand to ten 
thousand persons are sent here annually 
who have to be returned. 

“T want to get these people out where 
they can earn something for themselves. 
New York is a fine place to come to if you 
have money, but not a good place in which 
o get a job. I would like to see a bureau 
‘f information established by Congress in 
connection with the bureau of immigration 
to show people the advantage of going 
south and West, 

“T would like, as a representative of the 


United States government, to get husky 
girls into domestic. service, where they 
would have to pay no commissions and 
could trust the agent. 

“Immigrants are coming more rapidly 
than ever,” Sargent stated. ‘There 
vere 109,000 in two days last week In the 
ort of New York alone. You charitably 
lisnposed persons who want to relieve the 

nmwactinn of the city try to find some 
way for the government to aid foreigners 
to get away from it. 

“There is no reason in allens coming 
who will be going home in a short time. 
It is time for America to have something 
to say about aliens, as she has about 
peace. If you want to maintain citizen- 
ship you must have the best people of 
the world, the indutrious, conscientious 
people, who love their families and 
churches, and wil?stand bv the flag of 
the country that shelters them.” 

Mr. Sargent said that 268.150 foreigners 
came to New York state alone last year 
(about 32 per cent of the total number of 
immigrants): 140.478 to Pernsylivani3. and 
58.909 to Massachusetts, while to Virginia 
there went only 1089, and to Florida only 
9. Other agricultural states received sim- 
{larly small proportions.

THE BRIDGE ARBITRARY. 

The Million Club has to overcome a huge difficulty in the 
bridge arbitrary. 

Secretary Edward Ware, in Lis report to the St. Louis Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, tells of his failure to persuade the 
Columbia Steel Co. to locate in St. Louis. “The bridge arbi- 
trary was too much for him.” The company is now located in 
Chicago, where hundreds of skilled workmen are employed. 

This is an object lesson which emphasizes one of the worst 
obstacles to the progress of the city. While the termina] mo- 
nopoly “holds up” the commerce of St. Louis by levying this 
tribute the expansion of trade and the growth of population 
must needs suffer’ We are at a disadvantage, measured by 
the arbitrary, as compared with Chicago 
centers.

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HOW ENGLAND FIXES RAILWAY RATES 


England tried for several years the ex- 
perience of special railroad courts like 
those now proposed in Congress, and gave 
up the experiment. The szailway courts 
were consolidated into the sent railway 
and canal commission? which has no ex- 
act analogy in the United States. 

Parliament in England has the com- 
bined power of our state legislatures, of 
the Congress and of the Supreme Court. 
There. is no written constituiion and in- 
stead of the courts declaring a bill passed 
by parliament to be unconstitutional, par- 
liament may reverse the courts. 

This fundamental differencé makes it dif- 
ficult to draw a parallel between English 
and American legislation. 

_Almost every state in the United States 
has a railroad commission. The United 
States has the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and now it is provosed io hve 
a series of courts with special jurisdiction 
to adjudicate railroad rates. In Engiand 
all railroad matters are determined by Par- 
liament and become part of the English 
law. While the actual work of determin- 
ing rates and deciding other details of rail- 
road regulation has been performed by the 
board of trade, with its sub-departments, 
and by the special committees of Parlia- 
ment, Parliament is the final deciding 
power. 

In the United States a state legislature 
or congress may pass what bills it pleases, 
but the United States Supreme Court 
makes the final decision. Parliament can 
compel any English railroad to do what 
parliament thinks best, and there is no re- 
dress except an appeal to the sense of 
justice of the English people. 

The people of the United States have 
no such control over the railroads as have 
the people of England. 

Adl English railroads are under the 
supervision of the board of trade, a gov- 
ernmental body corresponding distantly 
to the department of commerce created at 
Washington. Under the board of trade 
are several departments, the most import- 
ant being that of railways and canals. 
There is at present one railway and canal 
commission, consisting of two appointed 
and three ex-officio commissioners. The 
two appointed commissioners and one ex- 
officio constitute the court. The ex-officio 
commissioner is in England the Lord Chan- 
eéllor, in Scotland the Lord President and 
in Ireland the Lord Chancellor of Ireland.

All complaints are made to the railway 
and canai commission. Any local or munic- 
ipal governing or sanitary authority, any 
chamber of commerce or trade, any trad- 
ing or freight association or any other 
body or association which can get a cer- 
tificate from the board of trade that it is 
a responsible organization may file com- 
plaints, but the board of trade may re- 
quire an organization to give security for 
cos#ts. 

From the decision of the railway and 
canal commission on any point of law an 
appeal may be taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals, and by leave*to the House of Lords. 
Other courts of law or equity are forbid- 
den to restrain the commission by writs 
of prohibition or certiorari. 

Complaints upon which the commission 
will pass include allegations of violations 
of the charter or special acts by a rail- 
road, the legality of rates, complaints of 
undue preference, unreasonable charges, 
oppressive treatment or unfair discrimina- 
tion. 

The commission may award damages 
against a railroad to compensate’*the com- 
plainant for his losses before the commis- 
sion has remedied his grievance Such 
mattere as changing crossings above or 
below grade and building bridges over the 
tracks are within the jurisdiction of the 
coramission. 

Every railway company must submit Its 
rates to the board of trade. The board 
of trade advertises for objections. In case 
there are none the rates are submitted to 
parliament and adopted as a matter of 
cuurse, If there are objections the board 
of trade tries to bring about an agreement. 
If it succeeds the rates as agreed upon 
are submitted to parliament and adopted. 
If the board is not able to bring abou’ 
an agreement it submits to parliament 
recommendations, which are sent to a com- 
mi.tee This committee, after hearings, 
makes a report to parliafnent, which is 
almost always adopted. The parliamentary 
joint committee really fix the rates, 

The law provides that proof of inequal- 
ity in rates puts the burden on the rall- 
road company of showing that the inequal- 
ity does not constitute undue preference. 
The law includes steamship lines owned 
or controlled by English railways and re- 
quires that terminal charges shall be sep-

OUTCLASSED NELSON 
AND WON FOR BRITT 


Agility of an Eel Was What 


Spevial to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 21.—Jimmy Britt 
said he would win from Nelson on deci- 
sion if he could not knock out the Battling 
Dane before the end of the twentieth round. 

He made good his boast. 

It was one of the closest and hardest 
fought battles that San Francisco ring fol- 
iowers ever turned out to see. Although 
Battling Nelson's grand showing earned 
him the admiration of the great crowd 
that packed Mechanics pavilion to the roof, 
Britt was met by a roar é@f cheers when 
Referee Roche tapped him lightly on the 
shoulder tv announce that he was the 
victor. 

Britt's victory was won by magnificent 
ring generalship. He showed himself to be 
the master of Nelson as a boxer and his 
equal in fighting force. Old followers of 
the game, who had seen Jim Corbett fight 
in San Francisco when he was at his best, 
declare that Britt is a small edition of the 
great ex-champion. 

The Battling boy did not disappoint his 
following. From the first tap of the gong 
he rushed at his elusive antagonist, throw- 
ing off smash after smash, coming back for 
more, fighting furiously during every s¢c- 
ond. He landed many a ‘hard blow on 
Britt's jaw, but the Californian was made 
of different stuff from the other fighters 
that have gone down before the Dane's 
rushes. Punishment only made him fight 
more fiercely. Britt never showed a sign 
of distress, even when, in the nineteenth 
round, Nelson, in a desperate rally, landed 
two-of his most savage right hand swings 
fairly on Jimmy’s jaw. 

Some who saw Hritt lose to Gans on @ 

foul blow struck ig the heat of the contest, 
expected that he would lose his ead when 
the Battling Dane started rushing. No 
fighter ever fought a cooler and more de- 
liberate battle than Britt last night. All 
the way he studied Nelson's tactics, kept 
out of reach when the Dane's rushes were 
dangerous, or drove him back with clever 
counters. He did not, take an unneces- 
sary chance, although he held the aggres- 
sive during at least half of the twenty 
rounds. When Nelson rushed him to the 
ropes, swing wildly in an effort to land 
a knockout, Britt slipped aside with the 
agility of an eel, getting out of danger- 
ous corners without damage. 
Nelson had Britt several times during the 
battle, but he never was able to corner 
him long enough to take any advantage of 
the position.

“HUSBAND WAS JEALOUS” 


Allegations Reveal Domestic Quar- 

rels That OCulminated When | 

Woman Avers She Was 
Ordered Out. | 


Mrs. Florine Carruthers, whom Dr. 
William H. Carruthers is suing for divorce 
on the ground that she admired too many 
other men, denies his allegations with 
much vehemence, and makes counter- 
|oharges, which, she contends, entitle her 
to the divorce. 

Mrs, Carruthers’ cross-bill was returned 
to the Ciroult Court Wednesday morning. 
It was filed several weeks ago, but was 
immediately taken away by attorneys. 

The cross dill is a lengthy and exhaustive 
decument, It begins with a general and 
specific denial of the charges made bg, Dr. 
Carruthers, even to the date of the sepa- 
ration, which she places two days earlier 
than the time named by him. She says 
they were married at Clayton, May 29, 1903. 
and separated July 9, 194. She alleges 
that she was always a kind and affection- 
ate wife, and says Dr. Carruthers was 
not similarly demeaned. She says he was 
violent, trascible, jealous, abusive, “nas 
ging’ and fault-finding, and that he failed 
to provide for her. 

Mrs. Carruthers anNeges that this uncom- 
fortable existence began when, instead of 
taking her to a home after their marriage, 
he took her to a boarding house. A week 
after their marriage, she says, he became 
abusive, and frequently manifested an in- 
tention to do her bodily harm. She avers 
that at that time, and at no time since, 
has he taken her to places of amusement, 
and avers that he has violently objected 
when she went out with her mother.

Plainly in Annual Report to 
Combination Among Large 
Packers Throughout the Nation. 


WILL DESCRIBE LATER 
EFFECT OF GREAT UNION 


Official Announces in Advance 
Comprehensive Review of Condi- 
tions Resulting From Agree 
ment Among the Big Dealers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—In the report 
of Commissioner of Corporations Garfield, 
submitted to the President today by Becre- 
tary Metcalf“! the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, it Is stated that a special 
report on the investigation of the beef 
trust will soon be made. Mr. Garfield re- 


fers to the combined packing houses in his 


report as “the Beef Trust.” 

The repert, as filed, includes the burean’s 
work up to June 3, Concerning the “Beef 
Trust” investigation, undertaken by cof- 
gressional order, Mr. Garfield says: 

“Special agents, with clerical assistants, 
have been constantly in the fleld since 
April. They have secured comprehensive 
statistics, chiefly relating to the price of 
cattle and of beef. from the records of 
members of the alleged combination, and 
also from independent packers, commission 
men, cattle raisers, meat dealers and other 
persons, with a view to ascertaining facts 
and opinions relating to the existence of a 
combination, the movements of prices, the 


causes of such movements and the general © 


‘conditions of the cattie and beef Industry.” 

No tIntimation is given as to the time 
when the fnteresting facta thus obtained 
will be made public. except that they 
may be expected in the near future. 

Mr. Garfield adds that his bureau, which, 
on June 3, gave employment to 4 persons 
at a monthly cost of $10,779, has received 
567 volunteer letters since its establishment 
in February, 1988. These letters are for 
the most part complaints, asking or de- 
manding that the writer's interests be pro- 
tected or that extortion be corrected. 

The report dismisses the subject with 
the statement that “the bureau has acted 
upon the theory that it could offer no 
remedial action In specific cases, could not 
enfurce publicity for merely private ends, 
couki take no steps toward the enforce- 
ment of the penal clause of the antitrust 
law further than to refer the complaint 
in appropriate cases to the department of 
justice, and could give no legal or finan- 
clal advice.’

It is s qeetes that Congress has a code 
of perf tect ncorporation laws, and that alt 
companies engaged in interstate commerce 
be foreed to incorpogate under it; also that 
the state laws be made more uniform an 
adequate, as, according to the rep man 
of e statutes now governing incorpora- 
tion are clearly defective, among other 
evils being the encouragement of dtvial- 
bility of Interest and limited liability by 
the creation of stock.”
